Cap- 
tain Harris was the youngest offi- 
cer in the service. He was a son 
of Major General Peter C. Harris. 
adjutant general of the U. S. army. 

I’or several days after Captain 
Harris was killed in action tne fate 
that had befallen him was unknown, 
and it was generally supposed he 
had been captured by the Germans. 
Several of his company who were 
near him at the time he was killed 


while leading an especially gallant | 


charge against the enemy, were cap- 
tured, and it was not until some of 
them had made their way back to 
the American lines after the armis- 
tice, that t’ *-+m~ of Captain Harris 
was definitely established. The 
posthumous award of the D. S. C.

LYNCHED 
AT SCENE OF CRIME 


Assailant of Young White 

Woman Confesses and 
Is Hanged by Mob at 
Ellisville, Miss. 


June 26.—Trailed 
for ten. days through three south 
Mississippi counties by posses, 
which included several hundred 
members of his own race, John 
Hartfield, negro, confessed assail- 
ant of an Ellisville young woman, 
was captured, desperately wound- 
ed, near Collins at daybreak this 
morning, rushed by arfttomobile to 
the scene of his erime, hanged to a 
gum tree and then burned to ashes. 
His victim witnessed the lynching. 

While negores took no part in the 
actual lynching of Hartfield, posse 
leaders freely admitted they ren- 
dered valuable assistance during 
the chase, knowing when they en- 
listed that it was intended to lynch 
the fugitive when he was cap- 
tured. Many of them witnessed 
the execution. 

The lynching was conducted in a 
manner which the authorities char- 
acterized as ‘“‘orderly.” Guarded by 
a committee of citizens of Ellis- 
ville, Hartfield was taken first to 
to the office of Dr, A. J. Carter, 
who, after examination of gunshot 
wounds reecived when the fugitive 
made his fight against capture, de- 
clared the-negro could not live 
more than 24 hours. In the mean- 
time a group of silent men were 
piling crossties and brush in a de- 
pression in the ground near the 
railroad trestle. There was no 
shouting. Arrangements apparent- 
ly had been made days ago. 

Negro Admits Crime. 

The victim of Hartfield’s crime 
was escorted into the physician’s 
office after the wounds had been 
examined. She positively identified 
him as her assailant. When she 
left the negro said to the commit- 
tee, “You have the right man.” 

Then there were quiet conferences. 
Members of the committee circulated 
in the crowd. Reports that there 
would be a “burning” at & o’clock 
gave way to statements that there 
would be a “hanging at the big

Then a noose found its way around 
his neck and the -trip to the big 
gum tree was started, the crowd 
still ominously silent. 


Body Is Burned. 


Under the big gum tree Hartfield 
forcibly detained his victim all wv? 
the night of Sunday, June 15. it 
was under a limb of the same gum 
tree that Hartfield was hanged as 
soon as the rope could be pulled up 
by hundreds of hands. Then oe«-

blank at the swinging form. Before 
the rope had been cut by bullets, 
burning fagots were thrown under 
the body and an hour later there 
was only a pile of ashes. 

The victim, with her aged mother, 
witnessed the execution. When she 
reached her home, 290 yards away, 
she was informed that more than 
$1,000 had been subscribed for her 
use by persons in the crowd. 

No arrests were made after the 
lynching and tonight the little town 
was quiet. Most of the visitors 
from the surrounding country left 
for their homes. 

No Action by Governor. 

Petitions to Governor Bilbo to 
prevent the threatened lynching 
brought a reply from that executive 
to the effect that he was “utterly 
powerless” as the state had no 
troops. “Furthermore,” the gover- 
nor was quoted as saying, “excit-- 
ment is at such a high pitch 
throughout south Mississippi that 
any armed attempt to interfere with

Hamburg, June 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Hamburg threat- 
ens to become a second Munich, 
with even greater bloodshed. The 
city is completely in the power of 
the communists and Spartacans, 
who are utilizing food riots as an 
excuse for their attempts to gain 
control. In the rioting yesterday 
they stormed the ecity hall and 
overcame the government troops, 
capturing quantities of ammunition, 
rifles and machine guns, They then 


Swept over the entire city, plunder- 


ing, killing and destroying. 

Many of Hamburg’s fine buildings 
were badly damaged. The rioters 
held the railway station for a time 
but it was recaptured by the civic 
The police were utterly 
helpless, and government troops are 
under way to restore order. 

Jails have been stormed and crim- 
inals released. The Spartacans are 
conferring with the idea of estab- 
lishing a soviet system. 

In addition to the buildings dam- 
aged, the streets are littered with 
all kind of debris and clothing torn 
from citizens as they fled. Blood 
is noticeable in many places, indi- 
cating casualties. The gnumber of 
dead is unknown. The Spartacans 
tried unsuccessfully to burn the 
public buildings and with particular 
vandalism, burned all the automo- 
biles they captured.

“Gentlemen—I should not be bold 
enough to come before this high 
assembly if I thougnt that the Otto- 
man people had incurred any share 
of responsibility in the war which 
has ravaged Europe and Asia with 
fire and sword. 

“I apologize in advance for the de- 
velopment which I must give to 
my statement, for I am in point of 
fact defending today before the pub- 
lic opinion of the whole world and 
before history a most complicated 
and ill-understood case. 


Whole World Shocked. 
“In the course of the war nearly 
the. whole. civilized world was 


shocked by the recital of the crimes 
alleged to have been committed by 
the Turks. It is far from my 
thought to cast a veil over these 
misdeeds, which are’such as to make 
the conscience of mankind shudder 
with horror forever. Still less will 
I endeavor to minimize the degree of 
guilt of the actors in the great 
drama. The aim which I have set 
for myself is that of showing to 
the ‘world with proofs in my hand, 
who are the truly responsible au- 
thors of these terrible crimes. 

“We are under no illusions in re- 
gard to the extent of the dissatisfac- 
tion which surrounds us; we are ab- 
solutely convineed that a mass of 
unfortunate events has made Turkey 
appear in an unfavorable light. 
However, when the truth has once 
been brought to light it will warn 
civilized nations and _ prosterity 
against an unjust judgment upon us.

I call. to witness the offi- 
cial dispatches exchanged between 
the representatives of France and 
Great Britain and their respective 
governments during “he three 


months which preceded the out- 
break of hostilities between Turkey 
and the empire of the ezars. 
“When war had once been de- 
clared, the eternal covetousness of 
Russia as regards Constantinople 
was skilfully represented to the .peéo- 
ple as an imminent danger, and anx- 
iety for the preservation of na- 
tional existence thereupon rendered 
the struggle a desperate one. Our 
archives are, moreover, thrown en- 
tirely open to an inquiry which 


I have the honor to make to this 
high assembly to be amply cen- 
firmed. 


“In regard to other tragic events 
I beg leave to repeat here the de- 
Clarations which I have repeatedly 

made to the Ottoman senate. Tur- 
key deplores the murder of a great 
number of her Christian co-nationals 
as much as she does that of Mos- 
lems, properly speaking. In point 
of fagt, the committee of union and 
progress, not content with the 
crimes perpretated against Chris- 
tians, condemned to death by every 
means three million Moslems. 


Whole Region Devastated. 


“Several hundreds of thousands of 
these unfortunate beings, hunted 
from their homes are still wande tring 
about today in the middle of Asia 
Minor without shelter and without 
any relief for their very existence, 
and even if they returned to their 
provinces they would find them- 
selves just as destitute, for a large 
number of towns and villages, both 
Moslem and Christians have been 
completely destroyed. Asia Minor is 
today nothing but a vast heap of 
ruins. 

“The new government 
standing its vigilant care, has been 
as yet unable to mitigate the dis- 
astrous effects of the cataclysm. It 
will always be easily possible to con- 
firm my assertions by an inquiry 
undertaken on the spot. 

“It is necessary, however, to dis- 
miss any theory of racial conflict, 
or any explosion of religious fauati- 
cism. Moreover, the Turkish people, 
at a time when violence could strive 
successfully against right, showed 
itself able to respect the lives; the 
honor and the sacred feelings of the 
Christian nations subject to its 
laws. It would be fairer to judge 
the Ottoman nation by its long his- 
tory as a whole, rather than by 4 
single period which shows it in the 
mostadisadvantageous light.

“The imperial chancellor will re- 
main in office until the questions 
connected with the abdication of the 
kaiser, the renouncing by the crown 
prince of the throne of the German 
empire and of Prussia, and the set- 
ting up of the regency have been 
settled.”

Senator Barrett Fosters 
Bills to Establish Wom- 
an’s Suffrage in State. 
Appointments of Gov- 
ernor Confirmed. 


The appointment of the various 
senate committees for the 1919-20 
session featured the Thursday meet- 
ing of the upper house. In getting 
these committees organized at such 
an early stage, President * Us. 
has received much praise. With all 
committee matters straightened out, 
Mr. Olive stated that the senate 
would get down to real business 
Monday. 

A great amount of interest cen- 
tered in the chairmanships of the 
Various major committees. Most of 
these went as the leaders had pre- 
dicted. The chairmanship of the 
appropriation committee. which was 
perhaps the most sought after of 
all, went to the senator of the ~ <«- 
ty-fifth district, Ivan E. Allen. 

The finance committee is headed 
by Josiah Blasingame, of the Twen- 
ty-seventh district; general judi- 
ciary No. 1, by E. T. Steed, of the 
Thirty-seventh;~ general judiciary 
No. 2 by J. 8S. Ayers, of the Thirty- 
third; University of Georgia com- 
mittee by W. H. Reynolds, of the 
Fiftieth; banks and bankiing by 
S. N. Watson, of the Eighth, and 
corporations by C. ™. Adams, of the 
Thirtieth. These constitute the ma- 
jor senate committees. 

A number of new bills were in- 
troduced, those attracting most at- 
tention being two companion con- 
stitutional amendment bills fostered 
by Senator Barret, of the Thirty- 
first, which have as their purpose 
the establishment of woman surf- 
frage in Georgia. These simply 
amend the state constitution for this 
purpose and have no _ connection 
with the ratification of the national 
Susan B. Anthony amendment. 

At 11:30 the senate marched to 
the house of representatives for a 
joint session in which the votes for 
governor and statehouse off:-‘als 
were canvassed and results con- 
firmed.

Normal school for a term of six 
years; Hon. J. J. Conner, of Carters- 
ville, to be a trustee of the State 
Agricultural college for a six-year 
term; Hon. J. E. Hayes, of Monte- 
zuma, to be a trv-teo of the State 
Agricu’+ural college for a six-vear 
term; Hon. J. A. Gaston, of Green- 
ville, to be a trustee of the State 
Agricultural college for a six-year 
term.

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IMPORTANT BILLS 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Tax Reform Measure -In- 
troduced by Zach Arnold, 
and School Tax Bill by 
Senator Elders. | 


Among the flood of bills that were 
poured into the legislative hopper in 
the house yesterday morning, there 
is probably none that exceeds in in- 
terest and importance to the people 
of the state than the tax-~-reform 
measure introduced by Zach Arnold 
of Clay, chairman of the ways and 
means committee. 

This bill isa constitutional amend- 
ment, and has received the approval 
of the tax commission created by 
the last general assembly. It pro- 
poses an amendment to the consti- 
a of the state, and is as fol- 
OwWws. 


Amend Constitution. 

“To amend paragraph 1, Section 2 of 
Article 7 of the constitution of the state of 
Georgia so as to read as follows: 

“‘All taxes shall be levied and collected 
under general laws and for public purposes 
only. ‘Tite general assembly shall have the 
power to classify property for taxation and 
to adopt different rates and meéthods for 
different classes of property and to segre- 
~aey different classes of property for state 
n 
be uniform on the same class of subjects 
within the territorial limits of the authority 
rene the tax. — may be levied ad 

m upon any given class of pro 
without regard to the method used ‘in pr 
ing taxes on any other classes of property. 
Taxes may also be imposed upon incomes, in- 
heritances, privileges and occupations which 
latter classes of taxes may be graduated 
and may contain provisions for exemptions 
to a reasonable amount.” 

The foregoing constitutional 
amendment, if enacted this year, will 
be one of the most important pieces 
of legislation ever enacted by a 
Georgia general assembly. As the 
law now stands, all taxes must be 
levied ad valorem, and no distinc- 
tion whatever can be made as tothe 
various Classes of property. 

School Tax Bill. 

A bill which will be pressed by 
Senator Eldersinthe senate was in- 
troduced by Representative George 
Carswell in the house Thursday. It 
is known as the school tax bill, and 
requires all counties to impose a 
levy of from l1to5mills for school 
purposes. It requires a _ eonstitu- 
tional amendment to be submitted to 
the people of the state. This meas- 
ure has been before the general as- 
sembly for the last several terms, 
but the chances of its passage are 
regarded more favorably this year 
than ever before. 

The results of the last general 
election were canvassed at a joint 
session of the houseand senate and 
tHe figures announced. This was a 
formality which, while it did not 
add anything to the general infor- 
mation, took up about an hour of 
the bodies’ time. A resolution was 
adopted to appoint a committee of 
five of the house and three of the 
senate to arrange a program for 
the inaugural ceremonies to be held 
Saturday. The following members 
of the house were named: Repre- 
sentatives Swift, of Elbert; Smith 
of Telfair; Dubose, of Clarke: 
Moore of Fulton, and Whitaker, of 
Lowndes. 

A measure by Representative 
Hamilton, of Floyd, was introduced 
providing for the calling of a con- 
stitutional convention to revise the 
constitution of the state. It pro- 
vides that an election of delegates 
be held on the second Tuesday in 
October, and that a convention be 
held in Atlanta on the second Wed- 
nesday in January. 

A resolution introduced bv Repre- 
sentative Stovall, of McDuffie, con- 
veying the sympathy of the house to 
the family of the late Representa- 
tive Ike V. Ballard, of Columbia 
county was unanimously adopted.

READY FOR LEGISLATURE 


As,chairman of the special com- 
mission on highway legislation ap- 
pointed by the 1918 ‘general as- 
sembly; Governor Dorsey will trans- 
mit to the house and senate Friday 
morning the two reports drafted by 
the commission, with the bills 
recommended. 
With the report, which will be 
delivered by Secretary Marshall 
Neims to Clerk E. B. Moore, of the 
house, and Secretary of the Senate 
D. F. McClatchey, will go the fol- 
lowing letter from “the governor 
enumerating the proposed bills and 
making further suggestions: 
Gentlemen of the General As- 
sembly: By resolution No. 53 pass- 
ed at the 1918 session of the general 
assembly of Georgia (Georgia Laws 
1918, page 923), the governor, the 
president of the senate and the 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, acting jointly, were directed 
to designate a commission “to make 
careful investigation as to the needs 
of this state in the matter of high- 
way legislation, and-to prepare and 
draft an adequate highway commis- 
sion bill, and report same, together 
with such recommendations as they 
make to the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly.” 

Copies of Bill. 

Hereto attached are: 

(1) Copy of a letter signed by 
the majority members of the com- 
mission trdnsmitting bills recom- 
mended by them, and setting out a 
brief explanation of their work. 

(2) Copy of bill (designated Bill 
No. 1) suggested by the majority 
and recommended by them for im- 
mediate passage, reorganizing and 
reconstituting the state highway 
department. 

(3) Copy of bill (designated Bill 
No. 3) suggested by the majority 
and recommended by them for im- 
mediaté passage, prescribing annual 
“fees for licensing the operation of 
motor vehicles and motorcycles, and 
for licensing dealers in motor ve- 
hicles and the operators thereof,” 
and for other purposes’ therein 
stated. 

(4) Copy of bill (designated Bill 
No. 2) suggested by the majority 
and recommended by them for im- 
mediate passage, the purpose of 
which is to amend Article 7, Section 
12, Paragraph 1 of the constitution 
So as to permit of an issue of bonds 
to maintain, improve and construct 
a state system of public highways 
and bridges. 

(5) Copy of bill (designated Bill 
No. 4) suggested by the majority, 
the purpose of which is to amend 
Article 7, Section 1, Paragraph 2, 
so as to authorize a levy of 2 mills 
on each dollar value for maintain- 
ing,, improving and constructing 
state highways and bridges. 

(3) Copy of bill (designated Bill 
No. 5) suggested by the majority, 
the purpose of which is to authorize 
the issuance of bonds for the main- 
tenance, improvement and construc- 
tion of state public highways and 
bridges, which is suggested for pas- 
sage in the event Bill No. 3, amend- 
ing Article 7, Sectien 12, Paragraph 
1 of the constitution, authorizing 
an issue of bonds for road purposes 
should be passed by the general as- 
sembly and ratified by the people. 

(7) Copy of the minority report 
“containing a proposed amendment 
to the constitution of Georgia es- 
tablishing a highway commission, 
and providing for the construction 
of a state system of highways.” 

Budget Commission. 


The budget and _ investigating 
commission, in the discharge of du- 
ties imposed upon ft, considered the 
majority and the minority reports 
as submitted, and suggested to the 
majority of the legislature highway 
commission the advisability of sub- 
stituting for their Bill No. 4, seeking 
to amend article 7, section 1, para- 
graph 2, of the constitution, so as 
to authorize the two-mill levy, an- 
other bill (designated as Substitute 
Bill No. 4, a copy of which is at- 
tached), which would amend article 
7, section 1, paragraph 1, of the 
constitution, so as to authorize the 
use of “the power of taxation over 
the whole state to be exercised by 
the general assembly” “for the 
maintenance, improvement and con- 
struction of a state system of public 
highways and bridges.” 

The majority of the legislative 
highway commission, after consid- 
éring the substitute bill proposed, 
approved it and requested that their 
program be amended by the sub- 


stitution of the bill allowing taxa- 
tion for road building, as here sug- 
gested, in lieu of their Bill No. 4, 
providing for the two-mill levy. 


It is my opinion that the state 
should now undoubtedly assume 
some of the burden of highway and 
bridge maintenance; improvement 
and construction, and that at this 
session there should be enacted laws 
under which this duty may be per- 
formed. 

The majority plan as amended is 
excellent, and it is respectfully sub- 
mitted that at least Bills Nos. 1 and 
2, reorganizing the state highway 
department and providing funds 
with which to support it and to ini- 
tiate this progressive work, could 
now well be written into law. The 
adoption of these two bills will en- 
able the state to embark immediate- 
ly on the work of road construc- 
tion in its own behalf, and will also 
enable it to materially assist the 
counties in the splendid road ac- 
tivities which they have already in- 
augurated, 

Also Bill No. 3 and Suhstitute Bill 
No. 4 shoulc be adopted immediately 
in order to give the state a com- 
prehensive program for road build- 
ing. 

Such amendments as experience 
in the operation of the law will dis- 
close are necessary can well be left 
to the future.

Anniversary of Goteh-Farr Grapple, 
British brain and brawn were 
pitted against American muscle and 


mind at the Olympic club in Buffalo 
just\15 years ago today, when Jim 
Farr, champion wrestler of John 
Bull’s island, met Frank  Cotch, 
Uncle Sam’s greatest gladiator at a 
catch as catch can game. Parr was 
a physical stalwart, weighing 175 
pounds, a quick thinker, and the 
master of a grip, a scissors on the 
head, that was a terror to his oppo- 
nents. As the representative of a 
nation of sportsmen, and himself a 
true sport, he was determined to 
demonstrate the superiority of Enz- 
land over America in at least one 
branch of athletics. He had taken 
as his motto Nelson’s clarion call, 
“England expects every man wi'' do 
his duty,” and with this partiotic 
sentiment in his mind he started 
out to make short work of the husky 
Irish farmer. He was about a dozen 
pounds lighter than Gotch, who 
tipped the beam at 188 pounds, but 
the plucky Britisher did not per- 
mit that to worry him. When time 
was called the eminent grapper from 
Chelsea-on-the-Strand started the 
proceedings with a furious rush. He 
glared ferociously at the big agri- 
culturist, as if he intended to eat 
him alive, but Gotch only wore an 
expansive grin, and met his oppo- 
nent half way. For a few minutes 
they indulged in a rough and tum- 
ble. Therm Parr got a leg hold a.:d 
tried to upset Gotch, but the Iowa 
rube broke away and replied ~ ith 
a waist cluch that sent Parr to the 
mat. The Englishman was instai.tly 
up and at it again. In a little while 
Jim got a chance to bring his scis- 
sors on the head into action, but if 
he expected Gotch to crumple up 
he was mistaken. Gotch loosened 
the Britisher’s hold by the simple 
expedient of throwing him over the 
head. Parr was game, however, and 
again got Gotch’s head, and the 
farmer seemed to be in serious 
trouble. He got out of the hole, 
and at 9:10 he had Parr down. In 
the second bout the Englishioan 
again displayed his. gameness, and 
the wrestling was fest and furious 
for 27 minutes, when Parr was again 
pinned to the mat. The Enelish- 
man, a true sport, had no excuses 
to offer, but admitted that Gotch 
was the better man. 


Rube Benton’s Birthday. 

At the terminus of a little branch 
line railroad in the central part of 
North Carolina is a little sleepy 
village known as Clinton. It is ju:t 
another of those little cotton-and- 
tobacco county seat towns such as 
are prevalent in that part of Dixie. 
and to the nude eye of the casual 
visitor there is nothine to distin- 
guish it from any other’ similar 
community. A close observer would 
soon discover, however, that the 
male citizens of Clinton have more 
than the usual interest in big le2., 
baseball, and it would not be long 
before he would be acquainted with 
the reason—‘Rube” Benton, the 
great southpaw was born in that 
batliwick. 

The Rube —who is known as 
“TI. Cc.” on his contracts and other 
official documents—is 29 years old 
today, as he was born on June 27, 
1890. In 1910 he landed his first 
league job with the Macon club in 
the Sally circuit, and he had been 
in uniform only a few weeks wten 
the big leagues began to dicker for 
his services. Several of the maior 
clubs were bidding for Rnbe by the 
first of June, and the Macon club 
sold him to Cincinnati for $3.500. 

Thus it was that Benton, after 
less than two months of professional 
baseball experience, found himself 
wearing the red livery of Cincir j 
and a full-fledged major leaguer for 
the time being. Clarke Griffith, who 
was then the nilot of tre Reds, used 
his find in about a dozen games 
during the remainder of the 1919 
season, but Benton’s work was only 
fairish »rd he did not set the league 
afire. The Rube was atill wearing 
a Cincinnati uniform when the 1911 
season opened, but, after a courte 
of trials in the box, the Old Fox 
decided that his expensive twirl*r 
wasn’t ripe for the main works n4 
banished him to Chattanooga. .

American Marksmen Win 
From 175 Entries in Big 
Inter-Allied Games 
Events at ‘Le Mans, 
France. — 


Le Mans, Tuesday, June 24.—The 
United States made a clean sweep 
of the honors today in the individ- 
ual rifle competition of the inter- 
allied games on the d’Avours range. 
American marksmen took the first 
18 places in the matches.’ The low- 
est score made by any of the 25 
American entries landed that rifle 
man in thirty-fourth place. There 
were 175 marksmen representing 
eight nations. 

First Sergeant Stanley Smith, of 
Cleveland, »won the championship 
with a score of 275. points out of a 
possible 300 on the international 
targets. He led the field at all 
ranges except one. 

Southerners among the first 25 
competitors, their order in the list 
and seores were: 

Lieutenant Robert W. Smith, Co- 
lumbus, Ga., fourth, with a _ score 
of 262; Sergeant Leman Gray, 
Pikesville, Tenn., seventh, 259, and 
Corporal A. E. Windsor, Ragland, 
Ala., fourteenth, 248. 

Only four foreigners were among 
the first 25 leaders, Canada and 
France having two representatives 
each. These competitors were led 
by nearly a score of Americans.

Right Field. 

Right field was, in the earlier 
decades of baseball, the joke posi- 
tion of the team, one filled by 
pitchers or substitutes. In the de- 
velopment of the modern game and 
the increase of the custom of hit- 
ting to right and hitting behind 
runners it has become the most i:n- 
portant of the outfield positions. 

The position is one requiring a 
man who can start quickly and who 
can go to the right faster than he 
can to the left. The main require- 
ment, beyond catching fly balls and 
throwing, is ability to come for- 
ward at top speed and throw to 
second or third base. 

All right fielders should possess 
ability to throw accurately whether 
they can throw far or not. They 
should practice at all times thro-wv- 
ing low and on the line, and bound- 
ing the ball to the plate or to third 
base. Getting the ball away quick- 
ly after stopping or catching it is 
essential. 

The number of hits that go 
toward right-field and the number 
of flies hit in that direction are 
out of proportion to the natural 
hitting angles. The chances are 
more difficult because balls  .,it 
toward right field curve quickly 
whether sliced in that direction by 
right-handed batters hitting late at 
fast balls or left-handed batters 
pulling the slow balls and curves. 
The balls are naturally hard to 
handle. 

In the nature of the modern fields 
right usually is a short‘ field and 
the fielder seldom is troubled by 
the sun as are the left and center 
fielders. On modern fields right 
field, too, usually is a short field, 
so that the right fielder need xot 
make fong throws and can play 
much shorter fields than can the 
others, without risking having a 
long drive go over his head. He 
should play as short a field as he 
can without periling his team. A 
hit to right field usually is either 
a sharp slashing drive hit low ora 
long one which cannot be caugh. no 
metter where the fielder plays, 

There is on plav which has gone 
out of fashion. The old-time right 
fielders used to throw out many 
runners at first base when they 
made hard hits to right. The mod- 
ern first baseman. however, plays 
so deep that the right fielder is safe 
in backing up as far as the first 
baseman plays back of the line. 
When the first baseman comes baclx 
to his base the right fielder should 
advance that much further and take 
the increased risk of having ihe 
ball driven over his head. He then 
is in position to make quick, snap 
throws. His throw always should 
be back to the second baseman un- 
less the runner is threatening to 
try to take two bases.

These are perilous days for the 
dope. Here is the Breoklyn club, 
which figured to have the second 
best pitching staff in the country, 
losing to every club in the west 
and then standing the Chicago Cubs 
on thajr heads. Here are the 
Giants, who figured weak in pitch- 
ing, beating the Cubs, who figured 
to Outclass them. Here are the St. 
Louis Cards, figured as a fair but 
spotty team, without pitching, hold- 
ing the strong clubs down, to prac- 
tically nothing and climbing right 
up in the race. 

There are some things in the dope 


that are unaccountable. Of course 
it ig a bit early to judge real form, 
but even that fact does not account 
for some of the vagaries of play 
that have shown in the last week.
